Thanksgiving Day the Wilmerding In¬ 
dustrial High of San Francisco eleven piled 
up with the H. H. S. team on the local grid¬ 
iron. 1 his was the second annual contest in 
which these teams have met and for a second 
time our boys came out with flying colors. 

The H. H. S. got the ball on the kick off 
and proceeded with it until Bert McDonough 
bucked through the visitors and made a touch 
down beneath the goal posts. Lester kicked 
the goal making the score 6—o in favor of the 
red and black. 

When the H. H. S. got the pigskin again they 
rushed it down to 12 yards of a second touch¬ 
down in the first half when we lost it on 
downs. 
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Wilmerding began to work the ends and 
Willison succeeded in making an 83 yard get 
away on a double pass and but for the timely 
interference of “Zuke” Rockhold would un¬ 
doubtedly have scored. Here Vitoseck got 
the ball on a fumble and the H. H. S. had the 
skin on the 20 yard line when the first half 
ended. 

Wilmerding started the ball for a touch¬ 
down on end runs soon after the last half be¬ 
gan, and Syce, a crack university star, who 
played left half for the visitors, made a 20 yard 
dash over the goal line. The goal was kicked 
tieing the score (6—6). 

The H. H. S. chances of victory now appear¬ 
ed very slim as they had the ball 75 yards 
from a touchdown and had but y / 2 minutes to 
play. Then it was the team exerted every 
ounce of energy possible in forwarding the 
ball. 

The W. I. H. S. could not withstand the 
united onslaught and were driven back at a 
Jjvely rate. Then Lester McDonough, “Old 
Foxy Miller,” introduced a “mock scrab” 
which took the visiters cfi‘ their guard to such 
an extent that he broke away for a 30 yard 
run.
